STATE’S FINANCES 
IN SERIOUS SHAPE 


Jefferson City, February 26.—The 
financial condition of the State is ser­ 
ious, and steadily is growing worse, 
Gov. Baker stated in an address to­ 
day before the County Assessors’ As­ 
sociation of Missouri, in session here. 
He urged the Assessors 
to put 
as 
trnich property as possible on the tax 
books, not only to provide equitable 
taxation, 
but because 
"the 
State 
needs the money”. 
i 
Baker declared it soon would 
be 
impossible to conduct the affairs of 
the State as now carried on with the 
revenues now available. In this ad­ 
mission of the present condition 
of 
Missouri finance, the Governor 
has 
materially altered his position from 
the stand he 
took last 
November, 
when State Treasury C. E. Stephens 
predicted the 
Baker administration 
, would be faring a deficit of between 
$2,500,000 and $3,000,000 by the end 
of 1926. 
| 
At that time Baker said 
"Steph- 
' ens may know what 
he 
is talking 
about, but I see ne emergency and no 
cause for alarm”. The Governor then 
stated he believed there was plenty of 
money to run the State, and that 
(there was enough that he probably 
would be able to release some appro­ 
priations that had been held up. He 
admked he had no figures on which 
to base his conclusions. 
Baker 
has 
repeatedly declared he would not call 
a special session of the Legislature. 
I 
The State Treasurer today said it 
was doubtful whether the State would 
be able to pay the $200,000 civil sal­ 
aries payroll for February 
when it 
falls due Saturday, because of 
the 
depleted 
condition 
of 
the general 
revenue fund. The payroll may have 
to be held over a week or more, 
it 
was said. 
In this connection, the State Audi­ 
tor still is holding up about a quarter 
of a million dollars in bills that were 
carried over from 
January because 
there was no money available during 
February to pay them. 
Included is $106,000 in apportion­ 
ment of the private car tax, that has 
been due public school 
districts for 
several months. 
To this 
accumula­ 
tion will be added the February bills. 
The monthly bills ami payrolls aver­ 
age about $660,000.

The Governor 
recalled 
that 
tax 
levies wfere reduced by the 1921 Leg­ 
islature, which was the first legisla­ 
tive session during the Hyde Repub­ 
lican administration. 
The 
property 
¡tax was reduced from 15 cents to 7 
cents on the $100 assessed valuation, 
the State income tax rate was reduc­ 
ed from 1H per cent to 1 per cent and 
the corporation franchise tax rate re­ 
duced 60 per cent. The property tax 
rate againwas cut to 5 cents in 1923. 
These reductions resulted in the de­ 
creases in revenue and caused 
the 
present situation, the Governor said. 
He did not discuss the increase in 
assessed valuations made since 1921, 
when the former fractional assess­ 
ment plan was abandoned, and an ef­ 
fort made to put 100 per cent assess­ 
ments on all property. That was one 
of the factors in the tax rates reduc­ 
tions by the 1921 Legislature. Since 
1921 the total assessment of proper- 


ty in Missouri has 
increased 
each 
year, although the Board of Equali­ 
zation has made several reductions in 
farm land assessments. These reduc­ 
tions for the rural sections 
of the 
state have been more than offset by 
increases on city and 
public utility 
property. 
Forecasts of the present financial 
straits of the State were made dur­ 
ing the 1925 Legislature, and 
Gov. 
Baker included bills 
increasing^1 the 
State income, property and corpora­ 
tion franchise taxes in his 
admini­ 
stration program. 
He made no ag­ 
gressive fight for these bills and they 
did not even reach the stage of pass­ 
age 
by 
the 
Republican-controlled 
House of Representatives, where they 
were introduced. 
House Republicans 
in charge of the bills gave up after 
asserting they were unable to find out 
what the Governor wanted to do. 
Gov. Baker told the assessors that 
"by no amount of constructive econo­ 
my can the institutions, schools and 
ordinary activities of the 
State be 
carried forward on the funds now 
available. 
The common schools are 
the first to suffer on account of the 
reduced 
revenues. 
Many 
districts 
have levied all that can be raised un­ 
der the Constitution and if State aid 
is reduced, great injury results”. 
“You gentlemen have as much or 
more to do with providing adequate 
revenue for the schools of this State 
than any other body of officials”, the 
Governor said. "There is a splendid 
feeling in regard to education in the 
State today, but some folks seem to 
forget that it takes money to run the 
schools. 
Education costs money, of 
course, but it is worth every penny it 
costs- Ignorance costs far more than 
education and is not worth a penny. 
The rear three factors that determine 
the wealth of any community; natur­ 
al resources, physical resources and 
education. Natural and phyysical re­ 
sources are fixed. 
Education 
multi 
plies the resources of any community 
tenfold. It is safe to estimate the 
wealth of any community, state 
or 
nation is due entirely to education : 
the full meaning of this term. There 
is enough money in Missouri to take 
good care of the schools and all other 
institutions worth while, if the law­ 
fully levied tax can be collceted”;

AMERICA ONE HUNDRED 
AND FIFTY YEARS AGO 


North Carolina was ready one hun­ 
dred and fifty years 
ago 
today to 
make its first conspicuous 
contribu­ 
tion to the cause of American inde­ 
pendence. 
Its 
provincial 
congress 
was in good working order, with Cor­ 
nelius H arnett as its presiding offic­ 
er. 
But its Revolutionary 
patriots 
were beset with enemies within, along 
the seacoast, and on the western fron­ 
tier. 
The chief business of the con­ 
gress was to thw art the well under­ 
stood project of these enemies to join 
in the general uprising of tories, In­ 
dians and all the king’s friends, the 
purpose of which was to snuff out tha 
last flicker of the spirit of rebellion 
in the South. 
In mid-February, 1776, a letter had 
come from “the back country”

The remaining fifty per 
cent have been converted into cereal 
beverage manufactories, cold storage 
warehouses or industrial plants. 
The utility of imge vats and freez­ 
ing plants has been confined to 
re­ 
lated manufacturers, dairy 
products, 
chemicals and 
pharmacuticals, 
ice 
cream 
and 
the 
fruit-juice 
"soft” 
drinks. 
Many of the breweries have 
been 
remodeled directly for making other 
beverages; some 
have leased 
their 
stables or sulxlivided their establish 
ments into storage sections. 
Freezing apparatus, with extensive 
and elaborate cooling coils and pip­ 
ing systems, has lain idle in several 
Chicago plants where suitable indus­ 
tries have not been applied. The em­ 
ployment of their vast floor space has 
accounted for much of their convert! 
bility. 
A large number of Illinois brew­ 
ers have complied 
with prohibition 
regulations by de-alcoholizing their 
product, 
and 
continuing 
to follow 
their profession. 
Six of St. Louis’ twenty-one brew 
ing plants are turning ofit non-intox­ 
icating beverage, mostly on a small 
scale, one is under padlock for violat­ 
ing the Volstead act, three are being 
used for other purposes and the re­ 
mainder are idle. 
Anheuser-Busch, Inc., among 
the 
largest manufacturers of beer in pre­ 
prohibition days, is now the manufac­ 
turer of non-intoxicating cereal bev­ 
erage, but its volume output is only 
20 per cent as great and 1200 men are 
employed instead of 7000.

North Carolina was ready one hun­ 
dred and fifty years 
ago 
today to 
make its first conspicuous 
contribu­ 
tion to the cause of American inde­ 
pendence. 
Its 
provincial 
congress 
was In good working order, with Cor­ 
nelius Harnett as its presiding offic­ 
er. 
But its Revolutionary 
patriots 
were beset with enemies within, along 
the seacoast, and on the western fron­ 
tier. 
The chief business of the con­ 
gress was to thwart the well under­ 
stood project of these enemies to join 
in the general uprising of tories, In­ 
dians and all the king’s friends, the 
purpose of which was to snuff out tha 
last flicker of the spirit of rebellion 
in the South. 
In mid-February, 1776, a letter had 
come from "the back country” 
that 
the tories were "making head there 
and 
intended 
marching 
to 
Cross 
Creek and from thence to Cape Fear”. 
Another report was that Lord Corn­ 
wallis was about to sail from Eng­ 
land with six enemy regiments 
for 
Virginia, where he would be joined by 
Virginia 
and 
North Carolina tories 
under the command of that fiery old 
Scotch loyalist, Donald Macdonald. 
A manifesto had 
gone forth with 
the purpose "to command, enjoin, be­ 
seech require all his majesty’s faith­ 
ful subjects within 
the 
country 
of 
Cumberland to repair the king’s roy­ 
al standard at Cross Creek, on or be­ 
fore the sixteenth present, in order 
to join the king’s army”. News from 
the 
back 
country—Western 
North 
Carolina and Eastern 
Tennessee

today—was vague but not reaassur- 
ing. The Mingo, Delaware and Shaw­ 
nee Indians were restless and ready 
to fight on the side of the
